The process by whieh the British

the other hand, it will always be 
in the nature of things that, to 
follow Professor Edie’s graphic 
idea, men with . practical banking 
responsibilities will tend to assign 
difficulties to non-monetary causes 
and to place primary emphasis upon 
them as responsible for economic 
fluctuations. .

For example, for each drive try 
to keep’ the feet the same distance 
apart and the same distance from 
the ball as vou did for the last, 
standing neither further behind it 
nor in front of it. 

Inconsistency. 

This is not so casy to accomplish 
as it sounds, and ig a very general 
reason why players hit one magni- 
ficen’ tee-shot and “fluff” the next.

The reports of the head masters 
and head mistresses are also 
masterpieces of rhetoric, and 
although It is obvious that much 
time is spent in searching here and 
there for apt quotations, they are 
absolutely free from pedantry. 

They contain a mass of informa- 
tion for the general public. For 
instance, many did not Imnow that 
the Indian community Is inercasing 
to such an extent that the only 
{ndinn school is beginning to feel 
the pinch for a more spacious 
building.

are now told 
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That's clear enough, Therefore it 
in also fogicnl to assume¢that it 
does not mean Chinesa or any other 
nationalities professing the Indian 
faith (whatever -that may be!) 

Now, what do wo find?’ It is ho 
seeret that there are at lenst-thirty 
to forty pupils In this school who 
are not Indians. They are Chinese 
to the backbone, and ‘thelr only 
claim to be Indians is just because 
they profess the Mohammedan 
faith. But a Chinese adherent of 
the Church of England does not 
inake him a Briton, dovs it? And 
that will not entitle him to attend 
the Central British School. 


Chinese Mohammedans are found 
in every part of China, the same 
an one finds Chinese Chriatians 
even in the remotent villages. 
Apart from their religious heltef, 
they are nevertheless Chinese in 
every respect, 

Turning back to the question of 
admitting Chincse boys into an In- 
dian school, Iet it be said at once 
that the head master of this insti- 
tution cannot be blamed for this 
anomaly. As a Mohammedan by 
religion, these boys go under an 
Indian name, and although their 
facial pecullaritics show them to 
be Chinese, this is still no guide to 
the masters, as many Indians have 
married Chinese women. 

But the fact remains that these 
boys have’ no claim to foree them- 
selves Into the only school in Hong 
Kong specially provided for In- 
dinns. Where schools for Chinese 
are concerned the Government has 
heen generous to a degree. There 
are more institutions for Chinese 
than for nny other nationality, and 
if Chinese-Mohummedan children 
would only go to the schools. pro- 
vided for their nationals, the Ellis 
Kudeorie School for Indians would 
he less crowded.

INDIAN FRONTIERS. 


(“The Romanco of the Indian Fron- 
tiors,” by Liéut-General Sir 
George MacMunn. (Jonathan 
Cape. 16s.)) 


The scope of Sir George Mac- 
Munn’s book is unusual, embracing 
all the 4,000 miles of India’s 
fréntiers, and not merely the best 
known and most important of them, 
the North-West Frontier. It brings 
us into contact with half the world, 
and the races and scenery encoun- 
tered range through wide extremes. 
As an historical and geographical 
survey alone, written with.such au- 
thority, it would claim attention, 
In addition there is a rich vein of 
anecdote, formed of an Intimate 
knowledge of the North-West 
Fronticr tribesmen, and on ‘a variety 
of subjects piquant or ‘arresting 
opinions are expressed. 

Stories often highly entortaining 
and sometimes gruesome are related 
of the frontior tribesmen and their 
Inw, “an oye for an oye, a tooth for 
Trouble, it scems ia 
largely {raceable to economic rea- 
sons.

Japan and the League. 


Y China's official invocation of Articles X and XV of the League 
Covenant, we have been informed, that the Council of the 
League of Nations, which has been dealing with the Manchurjan 
dispute all these many months, and which, only recently, appointed 
a Commission of Inquiry, now on the eve of setting out for the 
Far East to accomplish its task, has been very, greatly émbarrassed, 
That, actually, is not news. The League nas been embarrassed 
all these many months, The expression is only an attempt to em- 
phasise the degree of the League’s embarrassment, 

In this respect, it may, perhaps, interest readers to learn of 
the opinions prevailing at Home in Mail Week. One authority holds, 
or held then, that, : Ps ‘ 

“it ‘would be not only premature but incorrect to say 

that the United States has stepped in where the Leezue of 

Nations has failed, and intends to call Japan to order in 

connection with her over-running of Manchuria, There is 

no clear indication that the United States Government in- 
tends to do more than protect its own Interests in that 

part of the world, e 

“Whatever may be the outcome of the American hint, 
it must be a melancholy reflection forall who ‘have put 
their trust in the League of Nations that, while Japan has 
been permitted to flout that body quite openly, she will 
assuredly treat the communication of the United States 
Government with the greatest respect. 

“The reason of the difference is as simple as it is pain- 
ful. The Americah Note will be treated with respect be- 
cause everybody knows that the Note would not have been 
sent without the intention to have it treated respectfully. 
The United States Government would regard anything else 
as an insult, and would take whatever steps might be ; 
necessary to maintain its own dignity. : 

“The League was flouted because everybody knew that 
the principal nations from which alone it could derive 
strength had no intention of supporting it in thig matter. 
Whatever their reasons may have been, they preferred 
letting down the League to annoying Japan. They have 
thereby done the Lengue and the whole cause of peace cnor- 
mous harm, for which one day there will be a reckoning of 
one sort or the other.” .

This {8 practicul advice of the 
greatest value. Chinese students at 


all atages are inclined to study 
English silently. They are too 
Modest to speak. In classes they 


always hope that somebody else will 
speak out the answer. But if you 
are too modest to speak English, 
you will never master the Mmynaze. 
It is nat a dead language, but a 
living one. Set aside your modesty, 
and speak oul what you know of 
English on every possible occasion. 


Those of you who are keen on 
Basket Ball, want alwaya to be 
throwing .a ball about. It’ fs the 


same with English, keep throwing 
the words about and you will learn 
the language. A living language 
like English is fundamentally a 
matter of sounds, an exercise for 
ear and tongue, after which pen and 
paper come casily, 
Practice Not Rules. 

Learning English is like learning 
fn gynme. Nobody would think of 
trying to learn bisket-ball, or ten- 
nis, or cricket, or swimming, by 
merely learning the ‘rules, or read- 
ing a book about how to play, Yet 
some people try to Jearn a language 
hy memorising grammar and quietly 


reading books. Suck a method is 
uninteresting and ineffectual. To 
improve at a game you have to 


exercise special muscles by practis- 
ing the spegial strokes. Language 
iy just the same. It requires cer- 
tain movements of the vocal organs 
to be done accurately. For the 
practice of these movements you 
must repent certain sounds just as 
jin learning 2 game you repeat 
strokes over and over again. 
: Tonguc-Twisters. 

For the practice of these sounds 
it is a good thing to make use of 
tongue-twisters. English children, 
and also grown-ups, are very fond

of these tonguc-twleters; but ] don’t 
think that Chinces school boya take 
mutch interest in them.

SAFETY IN SPEED.. 


(By Spencer Cooper.) 


There are still 1 number of people, 


motorists and others, who are une 
able to distinguish in their minds 
between driving fast and. driving 
dangerously, The fact is that a 
modern car at fifty miles an hour 
is considerably safer than a pre-war 
one at half that speed, and the fast 
driver who knows when to curb his 
exuberance is‘much Jess of a menico 
than the meandering driver .who 
¢annot control his car at any pace. 

Nowadays, even the law—panting 
in’ pursuit of the times—reeognises 
that mere speed is no criterion: of 
danger. There can be few who 
would quarrel with a modest thirty 
niles per hour on the open highway; 
there are none who would not con- 
demn that speed through a town. 
Those who hewail, the death of tho 
rigid twenty-mile Hmit are out of 
touch with reality. ; 

The driver that they would 
stiymatise as a road hog, the driver 
in a-mud-splashed car with a second 
spare wheel, Is the legitimate user 
of the main road. They are long- 
distance links, these roads, and the 
driver who is In a hurry is not un- 
reasonable. There is nothing heroic 
nbout a day's journey of 250 miles, 
but unless an average of more than 
twenty-five miles an hour és maln- 
tained It is a wearisome —under- 
tnking. Many motorists would con- 
sider this average painfully . slow 
for a long journey.

In the lower classes many hoys 
showed good progress in Dictation, 
‘Reading, Religious Knowledge, 
;Koo Man and Kai Sze. 

i Mr. Lok Pak-to, an outsider, 
‘who accepted an invitation from 
the Committee conducted two ex- 
aminations during the year, one 

efore the Summer vacation and 
_the final a month ago. The result 
‘of the two examinations showed 
ithat 70 per cent. of the boys ob- 
tnined above 80 marks, 20 per 
cent. secured between 70 to 8U 
marks and the remairfiler with the 
exception of a few boys who ab- 
sented themselves obtnined 60 to 
70 marks. The Committee con- 
sider the above result very asatis- 
factory.

Tokyo, Yesterday, ° 
The possibility of the League's 
action in invoking Articles X. and 
XV. may result in Japan's ultim- 
ate withdrawal from the League is 
volced by an official spokesman. 
The League Council must bear a 
terrible responstbility if, through 
its action, the situation, which 
could have been settled by direct 
negotiations between China and 
Japan, develops in such a way as 
to precipitate a world econflegra- 
tion, declares a War Office state- 
ment issued to the Press to-day 
criticising the League's action in 
invoking Articles X. and XV. upon 
the request of China.—Reuter,

Opening of New 
Factory in Colony. 
LAUDABLE ENTERPRISE, 


The openingr of the’ new fae. 
tory of the China Can Company, 
Utd., at No. 2, Davis Street, 
Kennedy Town, took place yes- 
terday afternoon, .when a large 
number of people were present 
and an.interesting peep into the 
process of tin can making was 
made. : 

The opening ceremony . ‘was 
performed by the Hon. Mr. T. N. 
Chau, who thanked the directors 
of the company for their hearty 
welcome and excellent entertain. 
ment, on behalf of the visitors. 

Mr. Yip King-fan, Chairman 
of the Board of Directors, who 
thanked the guests for coming, 
gave an inteyesting tall in Chin- 
cue. 

The Manager of the cstablish- 
ment, Mr. John W. Y. Yuen, also 
spoke’ a few words,, and said it 
was his ambition that the fac- 
tory should be conducted us a 
family house, with all the em- 
ployees as‘ members of a big 
happy family. 

The factory, which is a large 
airy ‘establishment, has been es- 
tablished forthe purpose of de- 
veloping the tin can making 
trade in South China, under in- 
ternational investment = with 
trained workers, Special atten- 
tion will be paid to the welfare 
of the workers, and in time it is 
hoped that a school and hospital 
for their benefit will be founded 
by the employers. Many leading 
merchants are connected with 
the concern and a particularly 
bright and prosperous future can 
be predicted. 

‘The machinery throughout is 
of modern design, and capable of 
a large output. Mr. Yuen, the 
manager, has spent the past six 
years travelling through the 18 
provinces of China studying the 
conditions, and locking into the 
can manufacturing business in 
the country.

A most interesting 
feature js the proposed laying out 
of a hard tennis court which will 
be artificially lighted in order that 
play may be continued after the 
sunlight fails, This has already 
been tried out with great success on 
one of the existing grass courts, 
the only disadvantage being tho 
wear of the grass, This new de- 
parture on the part of the Club is 
asaured of succeas and will no doubt 
be watched with great interest “by 
the other clubs in this Colony where 
the daylight fades all too quickly. 

It is expected that the opening of 
the new Pavilion will take place 
early in February fellowed by a
